Suoh, and many suoh 
i excuses, come readily enough to sol- 
rs'lips. I will assume that everyone 
them is of auoh weight as to make it 
visible for the soldier in question to 
lain to the end of the prayer meeting, 
if question whether there are a dozen 
U|in 'aiiy given barraoks on any given 



evening, in which the hurry is such that 
the soldier really could not stay if he or 
she liked, until his comrades had settled 
down on their knees, whether that means 
a delay of five, ten or even fifteen minutes. 
Should tins not be tbe case it Trill only bo 
on rare occasions; and then surely the 
soldier in question could deny himself of 
sitting on the platform, and settling down 
near tbe door, ami perhaps help to push 
someone else to the front, and at any rate 
retire in good order without damaging the 
work of salvation. 

Oh 1 thai I could print it in large type 
on every doorway, that tea soldier to go 
out with the crowd at the beginning of a 
prayer meeting, unless he is absolutely 
unable to stay, even the few minutes ne- 
cessary, is au act of cowardice and unCaith- 
fulness to Ood and the war of the blackest 
description, for which an account will have 
to be given in the last great day. 



I should be extremely sorry to write a 
word that could wound the heart of any 
true comrade whose circumstances make it 
impossible for him or her to fight on his 
knees with comrades as he would wish to 
do. We have many glorious servant-girl 
soldiers, and others living in ungodly 
homes, wbo are perfectly right in leaving 
our barracks just when tney do. But on 
the other hand, I am sure there are many 
who call themselves soldiers, sit on plat- 
forms, and even wear uniform, who have 
not the least idea of beginning to fight 
when a prayer meeting begins, who, onl 
the other haud,are then filled with thoughts 
of everything else imaginable, and who, in 
too many cases,notonly leave the barracks, 
but aggravate their misconduct by gay 
looks, and words, hand-shakings, and even 
chatter in the aisles and porch ways at the 
very moment, upon the successful uee of 
which the salvation of crowds of souls de- 
pends, 

We have become so accustomed to see 
this kind of thing, that we officers an in 
danger of taking it as a matter of course, 
believing to get souls in spite of it, and not 
fighting against it as desperately as we 
might do, Let us do our part of the fight. 
Let tie uot only impress every soldier with 
the duty of sticking to his or her knees at 
the beginning of a prayer meeting, but 
arrange that some of the most earnest 
shall be placed near the doora in each aisle 
to fire their hottest shots at those who try 
to run away and to try tbus to turn the 
tide of battle in the aiBles. 

As usual I find it impossible to say ail I 
should like within reasonable space, for I 
doubt if too much could be said about the 
vast importance of this portion of the fight 
Oh, that you would eee in every unpaved 
sinner gliding out of your barraoks, your 
own brother and sister, going, perhaps for 
the last time away from the . sound of 
mercy. How many then would gladly 
■jfice the best seat on the platform iav 
the privilege of having one in some por- 
tion of the building where they might have 
the ohanoe to throw ther arms round the 
neck of some departing prodigal, and plead 
and pray upon their feet until he at least 
returned to his seat if he ooold not be got 
to the mercy-seat all at once I 

Oh what victories have been won within 
a few feet of some of our barracks' doors, 
where officers and soldiers who could see 
hell opening to receive its victims, have 
been determined that these should not go 
away unsaved, and laying hold of God and 
of them, have spared no effort till they 
were won. You can make every foot in 
every aisle in your barraoks a battle-ground 
and pave ths place with Ebenssers in your 
memory, if you will only he determined to 
fight it out.
